Mr. Tandy. said that, as ajrepresentative of at 
least 10,000 voters of the city of St. Louis, that 
he wanted to deny a report that had been 
eirculated lately. .He saw the other day 
a statement that himself; in connection 
with Milton Turner, Hannibal Carter and 
Stephen Wilson, were advising the negroes to 
remain neutral in the spring election. 
He branded this as a lie. 
The negro wasforthe party who recognized 
bismanhood. He never saw a negro a member 
of any convention but a Republican one.

Judge Dennison’s Juris- 
diction. 


Arrest of the Defendant in Open Court 
by the Sheriff. 


The notorious case of the city against Wil- 
liam Judge came up this morning at 90’clock, 
as per schedule, in Judge Dennison’s Court. 


Before that time all the witnesses had appear: 


ed and were seated about the court room. 
Mrs. Madden, with her attorneys, 
was in the =wmurshall’s' office, and 
Judge strewed himself generally 
about the Court-room. Hehas neither the 
look nor the air of a conspirator,and, indeed, 
he poses very badly in that character. Mr. 
Tayon was not present, but Mr.jMcBride was 
on hand early. Mr. Judge’s stenographer 
was also conspicuous by his absence to-day, 


and the defenders of the poorinjured inno- 
cent who have gathered round him to see 
that Mrs. Madden does not 
trample upon the best feelings of 
his nature, have a-weary, languid look,| ‘as 
though they wished that they were dead. The 
unseemly publicity which has been given to 
the case fi inexpressibly shoeking to these 
gentlemen, inasmuch as the intention was 
that the unseemly publicity should have been 
alloted to the other side. 

Before the case was reached Mr. Blackman, 
Mrs. Madden’s attorney, arose and an- 
nounced that the city would nolle pros 
the suit as it stood. This announcement was 
received in profound silence, the scribes 
gathering up their material of war, and those 
of the lawyers who had overcoats putting 
them on. Judge shook himself together 
and was about to leave the court roomf when 
the heavy hand ofa deputy sheriff was placed 
upon hisshoulder, ana he was told that he 
Was under arrest. . 

‘*What for?’ he asked surprisedly. 

“Ona warrant from the Court of Criminal 
Correction. Here it is.’ : 

Both Judge and-bis friends received this 

nnouncement in complete dismay. Withthe 
-Work-house gate swinging open before this 
shorn lamb, to whom the winds of heaven are 
not being tempered, it was no wonder that he 
shivered. There was nothing for it, 
however, but to go quietly with the Sheriff, 
and the pair stepped out upon Biddle strect 
und walked south on Fifth street at a rapid 
gait. One enthusiast who was waiting out- 
side expressed a wild desire to punch Judge’s 
head, and told- bim in a_ very 
ornate and upcomplimentary way what 
he thought of him. A bootblack tried to get 
a shine out of the prisoner and captor unsuc- 
ecssfully, and that was the last seen of Mr. 
Judge on his road to jail. 

Mrs. Madden and her friends are thorough- 
ly aroused in this case, andj evidently mean 
business. The case against Judge will 
be prosecuted , bitterly tnless 
be will make an affidavit giving away all the 
facts in the persecution of Mrs. Madden. 
It 1s said that he will probably make a full 
confession rather than take another six 
months in the Work-House without «a possi- 
Lility of & speedy pardon.

A Chat With the President of the Louls- 
ville Jockey Club. 


Gen. J. Lewis Clark, President of the Louis- 
ville Jockey Club, arrived at the . Lindel! 
Hotel yesterday from Arkansas. No one is 
better informed or takes a. greater interest 
than this gentleman in all matters pertaining 
10. the breeding, training and running of hor- 
ses. A reporter of the POST-DISPATCH 
asked Gen. Clark yesterday what the 


prospect was for an interesting and success- 
ful meeting for the racein Louisville in Juge 
next, to which p word Gen. Clark replied com- 
pmenereny as follows: ‘*There never has 

een such a prospect as there is this year. 
The entries forthe coming races are more 
pumerous than they ever have been before in 
the history of the State. The induce- 
ments offered by the Jocke Club 
have been such that a_ go many 
new stables have been established by the 
lovers of the sport. We have as many horses 
at Louisville now in training as most courses 
epee have in racing weeks/@This is hard- 
ly a fair criterion for us, of ‘course, for the 
reason that our club was organized for the 
benefit of the breeders more than anything 
else. The rush has been so great for stable 
room that we have been compelled to buili 
from 60 to 80 more stables, although we hid 
more room than any other course in America 
before that. 4 

‘‘When does the spring meeting at Louis- 
vil.e occur this year?’’ ? a 

“On the third Tuesday in Juné—Derby Day. 
The Derbv is always the feature of the meet- 
ing as in England. This day is regarded by 
‘our people as a sort of a holiday and all other 
business is suspended. The stakes of the 
club are organized so that the favorites for 
the Derby are _ generally colts from 
the winning two-year-olds of _ the 
season previous. The betting 
books are formed by the book-makers upon 
the performances of these colts in their two- 
year form. I think it happens that acolt has 
never wonin a two-year-old form without 
being placed inthe Derby. Our spring meet- 
ings have become a sort of trysting time, not 
ouly forthe Southern people on their way 
Fast, but as a meeting point for a good many 
politicians. ’’

A NEW RAILROAD. 


St. Louie, Chicago, Omaha and. 
New York Connected by - 
Steel Rails. 


What Chief Engineer Abbott Says About 
the Continental Railway. 


One of the greatest of the many great rail- 
way projects now pressing with confusing 
rapidity upon the attention of the country is 
that of the construction of the Continental 
Railway from New York City to Chicago, 
Omaha and St. Louis. 

This corporation was organized under 
special acts passed by the Legislatures 
of New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Illinois, 
and under general acts of Iowa, Indi- 
ana and Ohio. The plan is to construct a 


double track steel railroad over the entire 
route indicated. The surveys were complet- 
ed some time last year, and a portion of the 
road has already been graded ready for the 
laving of the rails. Inits route to the West 
the line of this road, as surveyed, 
crosses the Delaware River at Belvidere, 
thence passes into the anthracite coal flelds of 
Pennsylvania to Summit, 104 miles from New 
York. It crosses the Susquehanna River at 
Reading, Penn., and there pierces the vast 
bituminous coal fields and oil regions of that 
State. The Alleghany river is crossed at 
Mahoning, Penn., 312 miles from New York, 
thence proceeding to Akron, Ohio, thence to 
Tiffe, crossing the] Maunee River south 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 631 miles westward 
from the starting point. At Rensalear, near 
the Illinois line, a branch proceeds to Chicago 
and the main line extends directly westwar 

to Omaha. Itcrosses the Mississippi River 
at Rock Island and the Missouri ver near 
Council Bluffs. A branch will extend south- 
ward to St. Louis from or near Rensalear 
Indiana, over aroute which has been located 
but concerning which nothing has yet been 
published, for the reason that the right of 
way has not been wholly acquired, and the 
officers fear thata publication of the facts 
might interfere somewhat with their negoti- 
ations. Contracts have already been let 
for building 460 miles of this 
line West, from Akron, Ohio. 
to Winona, lll., withabranch to Bureau 
Junction. The location of this road has been 
made so as to accommodate the through 
business at the lowest attainable price for 
transportation. It crosses more than fifty ex- 
isting rai/roads in its progress westward, and 
passes through a populous and wealthy 
eountry. The road _ is bonded 0,- 
OOO per mile for double __ track, 
which bonds can only be issued on the com- 
pletion of the road. The primary idea of this 
road isthe rapid transportation of freight, 
though limited express passenger trains w 

be run between New York and Chicago i 

twenty hours, and between New York and 
St. Louis inthirty-six hours. The officers of 
the road claim that they will 
have it completed and in operation within 
two years. A large party of engineers and 
workmen have already left New York for the 
West with a view to beginning operations at 
once.

WASHINGTON SIGHTS. 


A City of Clean Sidewalks, Cheap 
Coaches and Concrete Streets. 
Washington Cor. Cincinnati Commereial. 

A stranger’s attention would be attracted, I 
think, first, on driving through Washington 
by the smooth concrete streets, the hand- 
some, queer little Herdic coaches traversing’ 
the avenues, and the thousands of chidren 
skimming along on roller skates. The con- 
crete-paved streets are absolutely as smooth 
asa floor, and are swept regularly and the 
dirt taken up as tidily as the neatest house- 
keeper could desire. 

After midnight the huge sweeping macaines, 
three abreast, drive along with a whirr,gath- 
ering the dirt bya revolving brush, which 
tosses itinto the dust bins under the wagon- 
bed. These sweepers clean perfectly, all ex- 
cept 9 strip a few inches wide along the gut- 
ters, and by daylight men with brooms and 
hand-carts take up this refuse, so that the 
avenues of Washington are really without 
competition in the whole world. 

So smooth and tight is the surface of the 
concrete, that water rolls off as from a tin 
roof, and during or immediately after hard 
rain storms, there being no mud and no de- 

ressions in the surface, the walkingis better 

nthe street than on the brick sidewalks. 

The only drawback is that on account of the 

smoothness horses frequently slip, although 

specially shod for Washington travel. 

The little ‘‘Herdics,” called by the name of 
the patentee, hold eight passengers, four on a 
side, facing. The coach hangs very low, be- 
tween high wheels, are entered from the 
back through a i glass projection, 
resembling a swell front house in contour. 
Almost the entire coach is of glass, and so 
prettily fashioned as to look really elegant, 
while the view from,them is as unobstructed 
as from the interlor of a coupe. They 
run on regular routes, andevery one who 
paysthe nickelis sure of a seat, as no more 
than eight are allowed toenter. We are soon 
to have -Herdics holding two, fourand six: 
people, which will run to any part of the city 
ut any time for the price of twenty-five cents 
a passenger, for atrip of thirty minutes, and 
can be engaged for conveyance to and from 
entertainments foramere song. They are 
also to belighted with gas, from a reservoir 
under the conveyance. 

The entire population under twenty able 
to stand alone, are out on wheels. Our streets 
are filled with children, ges about like 
swallows onthe wing. Little things under 
their nurses’ eyes skim along close to the 
curb with their tiny. feet strapped to the 
wee-wagpns, an the older ones 
sail from side to side, or joining hands in col- 
umns move down in time. Through this 
kaleidoscopic youthful carnival, the teams 
find their Way no one knows how, for the 
children seem under and around the wagons, 
but as yet noone hasbeen hurt. The favorite 
skating ground is the smooth plaza at the 
east entrance to the Capitol building. Here, 
in a spot of several acres, surrounded by the 
grass and beauty of the Capitol Rark, the lit- 
tle ones riot to their hearts’ content, and their 
graceful motions attract older spectators. 
Physicians say the exercise is healthy, and 
parents have found that it is economical, for 
the skates save the shoes,so every child who 
can give two dollars for skates, has them, and 
the whole of young Washington is forthe time 
stark mad. Kites, stilts and marbles will 
soon appear though, then hoops and jumpin 
ropes, andthe fashion changing. skates will 
disappear ere long, but forthe time no other 
occupation divides the children’s hearts. 

The smooth streets are favorable to most 
graceful bicycle sport. It is a beautiful sight 


to see the teacher of the Bicyele School lead 


his thirty or fifty pupils, all in uniform, with 
their trim white leggins and gloves,their close 
caps and blouses, cut ior excercise..The-slen- 
der wheel scarcely casts a shadow, and the 
rider sails along as statelyasaswan. The 
various maneuvers, single-file, double, wheel- 
ing, are wonderiul to the looker-on, and as 
this exercise is also on the parade grourd east 
of the Capitol, people assemble and sit on the 
benches round to see thesport.

Woman Marries a Vagrant Who Falls 
¥ Heir to $50,000.

Truth is stranger than fiction. Of this we 
have frequent illustrations, but none more 
forcible thanthe one given below, published 
in to-night’s Gazette. Aboutseven years ago 
a young man named George Arthur Brebb 
landed in New York from a Liverpool steamer. 
He was the son of thesuperintendent of one 
of the public libraries of London, England, 
who was also a large stockholder in the 
Queen’s Theater, London. The voung man 
had led a fast tife at home. and quarreling 
with his father had determined to come to 
America. hering together what money he 
could he sailed for New York, landing tnere’ 
in proper time. But almost immediately he 
got in with a lot of fast young men, and 
women, too, and his money was soon gone. 
He did not know what work was, and knew 
nothing to do except to write home for money. 
This he did, and bv return mail received 
a liberal remittance, along with some good 
advice. The latter he did not heed, and be- 
fore jong he was again withoutfunds. Again 
he wrote home, but this time his appeal for 
money was useless. Withouta trade, know- 
ing not what work was, he drifted into the 
life of a tramp, and soon placed himself with- 
out the limits of even the society he had been 
in. For five years we find him wanderin 
from State to State as a tramp, dirty an 
ragged, “._ “2 — place, eating what he 
could get. In April, 1870, in company with a 

ang of other outcasts of society, we find him 
anging around Cadiz, Harrison county. On 
Sunday John H. Fair, a small farmer and coal 
operator, living on the Cadiz Branch of the

were out taking a walk down the track, 
when they came upon Brebb and his dirty 
companions, who were huddled about a 
fire which they had kindled with bushwood. 
Getting into a conversation with the ‘‘gang,”’

Brebb was an Englishman, and thetie of 
country being strong, she invited the whole 
lotto go home with her, where she set be- 
fore them such a repast as they had not 
relished for years. isliking to see one of 
bis wife’s own countrymen leading the life of 
a tramp, and being attracted by a sort of mag- 
netism to Brebb, Mr. Fair asked him to stay 
with him. Brebb, who was also attached to 
Fair, in some unexplainable way, notwith- 
standing that from his five years’ life as a 
tramp he had grown to like a tramp’s life, 
accepted Mr. Fair’s invitation, and cut loose 
from his companions. Fair soon discovered 
that Brebb did not know anything about 
work, but the latter showed a dis- 
position to do his best, and Was kept busy 
helping on the farm and driving a coal wagon.. 
A few weeks afterward Mrs. Tweedle, a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Fair, arrived from England, her 
husband, having died and left her all alone, 
with no relatives except in this country. She 
was told the story of the tramp, as Brebb has 
told it, with the exception of his parentage, 
which he had never disclosed, She, too, was 
attracted to him, and soon they became very 
warm friends, which, in time, ripened into 
love; and, although she knew nothing as to 
who he feally was, and only knew his life as 
a tramp from his oWn account, she consented 
to marry him, and the veremony was per- 
formed in December of the same year. 
Matters ran Qn as_ usual for Several 
months, when Brebb concluded 
to write home again, to acquaint his people 
with his whereabouts and situation, anda 
short time ago he received areply statin sr 
that 
he had left him by his will about ten thousand 
ounds. Brebb then disclosed his identity to 
is wife and relatives, showing the letter as 
roof, and afew weeks ago they sailed for 
tngland. A letter received from them this 
week states that Mr. Brebb has received his 
inheritance of about $50,000, and that thev 
have settled downin Manchester. Thus a 
woman who thought she was marrying noth- 
ing butatramp redeemed from his life of 
vagrancy, married a fortune and the son of a 
respected Englishman. But young ladies 
must not think they should go and do like- 
wise, for this is one case in many.
